In 2016, the University of Florida’s total student voters exceeded the amount of
student voters in 2012 by more than 4,000, according to Tufts University’s
Jonathan M. Tisch College of Civic Life’s National Study of Learning, Voting and
Engagement (NSLVE) report.

The voter registration deadline is Oct. 9. In order to vote in Alachua County, a
voter must be registered in Alachua County.
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Previously registered Florida voters are able to update voter registrations after
the Oct. 9 deadline, which only applies to new registrations.
